The official explanation for fail­ 
ure of Nixon and the cardinal to 
m eet w as given by a vice presi­ 
dential spokesm an, who said that 
W yszynski w ent on vacation Mon­ 
day. 


HOW EVER, NIXON him self had 
said M onday he had no plans to 
m eet the cardinal, 
but 
that

request had been m ade on h i I 
behalf for such a m eeting. 
W estern diplom atic circles here 
had said in advance of Nixon's 
arriv al Sunday that they felt a 
visit by the vice president to the 
cardinal would be diplom atically 
unwise. 


WYSZYNSKI, SPIRITUAL load­ 
er of 25 million Polish Rom an Ca­ 
tholics, rem ains the storm center 
of troubled church - state relations. 
D iplom atic sources felt a visit by 
Nixon to the cardinal would be 
im polite to his official hosts. P o­ 
land's Com m unist governm ent. 
Even m ore im portant, they felt, 
was th at a m eeting with Nixon 
would seriously weaken W yszyn­ 
ski s precarious position here. 
The cardinal has

TAXI METERS ARE reliable 
and you are never over-charged. 
I didn't think anybody c a u 1 d 
change the international bandi­ 
try of the hackie.,. But in Russia 
they have. 
Strict honesty seems to be t 
national characteristic. You can 
leave your camera in a hotel 
lobby—or possibly on the street, 
for that matter. Nobody touches 
it. 
Moscow is a pretty city. The 
spired architecture and blocked 
apartment houses don't have the 
charm of England, for instance. 
But the big, beautiful Moscva 
river winds through the town. 
Tile sun is warm and stays out 
until 10 at night at this time of 
the year. And the parks are all 
pine and birch. 


ANYWAY MR. Nixon and Mr. 
Khrushchev 
started 
off 
their 
beef in the model kitchen. (A 
lot of good family argunvents 
start in the kitchen and I noted 
that theirs started in front of 
the model refrigerator.) 
Mr. Khrushchev began by say­ 
ing something like: “ In the So­ 
viet Union, we build for our­ 
selves and our grandchildren. 
You build this house and in 20 
years you want to sell the work­ 
er another house.” 


MR. NIXON THEN said we 
did this to improve things for 
people. 
But I wish they had asked me. 
What with first mortgages and 
second mortgages and opening 
the end of the mortgage, I can­ 
not PAY OFF my house in 20 
years.

Naturally, we had to be patriot­ 
ic about the vodka too. Hie rum, 
light, dry and 80-proof (the pres ­ 
ent trend) and low in calories, is 
being promoted as a romantic 
“lovers' drink.” 
A colorful member of the Serral­ 
les clan, red-bearded Tito Wirs- 
ching took up by launch over to 
Coffin Island, which is very prim­ 
itive, having only one juke box 
and three bars. 
“I come here to listen to the 
silences," he said. 
The Puerto Ricans are so seri­ 
ous about rum (due to the taxes) 
that they have a “pilot plant" 
where chemists try to help the 
many distillieries make X even 
better. 
I went on an hour-long tour of 
this plant. 
“Now we are going to the la­ 
boratory,” they said. 
“Ugh,” I thouht. 
“In some places called a bar," 
they said. More patriotism w a s 
required here. 


They told me of banana rum 
daiquiris, of rum manhattans. and 
of "the Tropical Itch" — a 15-inch 
high, $2 rum concoction at the 
Caribe Hilton which tingles your 
spine. The bartender gives you a 
Japanese back-scratcher in the 
glass. 1 felt very dignified carry­ 
ing my backscratcher out with me 
after I’d tried It. 
Puerto Ricans love Gov. Munoz- 
Marin but wish he'd drink rum 
instead of scotch. He agreed that 


as a compromise he’d drink rum 
during business hours. 
The trouble is, he doesn't drink 
during business hours. 


For those who care about such 
things, Ed Gardner’s tax deal in 
Puerto Rico 'long ago abandoned) 
won’t be repeated, the Governor 
has 
told 
friends. 
He 
said he 
signed his approval without study­ 
ing it much because "somebody 
told me Ed had to make a plane. 
"That experience decided me,” 
the Governor said, "never again 
to sign something for somebody 
who has to make a plane.”
